A  Word  from  the  Headmaster  - 
Mr.  Robert  Manion 


We  have  decided  to  devote  the  majority 
of  this  issue  of  the  Newsletter  to  the  Old 
Boys  of  Selwyn  House  School.  We  have 
done  so  because  we  believe  that  the  Old 
Boys  represent  an  integral  part  of  the 
School  community  having  shared  its  past 
history  and  also  because  we  are  looking  to 
you  now  to  help  us,  in  part,  to  prepare  for 
its  future.  In  short,  you  are  important  to 
us. 

Since  my  arrival  at  Selwyn  House  it  has 
been  my  pleasure  to  have  met  a  number 
of  you.  I  look  forward  with  anticipation  to 
seeing  you  and,  we  hope,  many  other  Old 
Boys  at  the  annual  dinner  to  be  held  on 
May  17th  at  the  School. 

Mr.  Harry  Bloomfield  has  asked  me  if  I 
would  be  willing  to  speak  to  you  at  the 
dinner  about  my  perceptions  of  the 
School  during  the  first  months  of  my  ten- 
ure and  perhaps,  more  important,  about 
the  direction  which  the  School  is  headed 
in  the  years  to  come.  It  goes  without  say- 
ing that  I  shall  be  delighted  to  share  my 
thoughts  with  you. 

The  changes  that  we  are  proposing  have 
not  been  made  simply  to  make  a  change. 


although  I  believe  change  in  itself  can  in- 
vigorate and  enliven  people.  Rather,  I  see 
change  as  necessary  in  a  vibrant,  active, 
and  exciting  School.  I  believe  further  that 
in  planning  change  one  must  be  active; 
that  is  to  say,  action,  not  re-action  is  re- 
quired. We  must  look  to  the  future,  and  in 
this  case,  we  are  talking  about  the  best 
possible  education  we  can  offer  to  our 
students.  All  schools  have  this  as  their 
goal.  Our  plans  though  are  concrete. 
Positive  steps  have  been  taken  after  con- 
siderable deliberation,  reflection,  and 
consultation. 

At  the  Old  Boys'  Dinner,  I  shall  speak

Few  women  in  Westmount  got  the 
privilege  of  cooking  for  the  same  500 
starving  males  every  day. 

And  probably  few  when  they  cook  win 
the  raves  accorded  to  Nina  Parsons. 

It's  Nina  who  feeds  the  hungry  men  at 
Selwyn  House  School.  She's  become  a 
household  name  in  many  famihes,  her 
recipes  difficult  for  "mother"  to 
duplicate. 

The  students  and  staff  say  no  one 
makes  spaghetti  quite  like  Nina,  or  "pig- 
gies in  a  roll"  or  lasagna  or  sponge  cake 
with  lemon  sauce. 

"She's  one  of  the  best  cooks  around," 
asserts  one  teacher  popping  into  the  kit- 
chen and  eyeing  the  trays  of  jelly  roll  set 
out  for  the  staff's  afternoon  tea.  "May  I 
make  half  a  pot  of  coffee?"  he  asks 
casually. 

Does  planning 

The  jelly  roll  was  baked  by  Nina,  of 
course,  who  also  does  all  the  menu  plan- 
ning, food  ordering,  and  cooking  with  the 
help  of  an  assistant  cook  and  two  part- 
time  workers. 

Headmaster  Robert  Manion  calls  her 
"quite  a  remarkable  person"  and  enjoys 
all  her  meals,  which,  he  says,  are  served 
with  "enthusiasm,  style  and  a  smile  on 
her  face." 

The  school  kitchen  is  now  famous  for 
her  Ninaburgers,  meat  loaf,  shepherd's 
pie  and  Yorkshire  pudding  as  well  as  her 
turkey  dinners. 

The  days  she  serves  smoked  meat,  her 
men  call  it  the  Nina  Deli. 

"I  love  those  kids,"  she  says.  "Without 
them,  I  would  be  missing  something.  You 
should  see  them!  The  ties  hanging  in  the 
pudding  and  the  jello  everywhere." 

They  gobble  up  everything  except 
brussels  sprouts  and  rice  pudding,  so  she 
tries  to  avoid  serving  those. 

She  can  count  on  them  finishing  off  15 
gallons  of  soup  every  day,  35  long  rolls  of 
crusty  bread  and  30  gallons  of  milk.  Ham- 
burgers    take     140     pounds    of     meat. 

"There's  never  anything  left  after  din- 
ner," Nina  says.  "I  try  to  make  enough 
for  second  helpings,  but  sometimes  one  of 
the  tables  sneaks  back  for  thirds  while  an- 
other is  still  on  the  first." 

She's  on  to  most  of  the  tricks,  however, 
specially  on  cake  day. 

"They  try  to  get  a  second  helping  before 
they've  even  started  the  first.  I  can  tell  be- 
cause they  produce  a  clean  plate  from  the 
pile." 

Has  head  start 

By  the  time  the  boys  and  staff  get  to 
school  each  morning,  Nina's  had  a  head 
start.  She  comes  in  from  Lachine  for  5  am 
or  5:30. 


"It  all  depends  what  we're  having  that 
day.  When  there's  turkey  coming  up 
that's  really  a  task.  I'm  in  the  kitchen  by 
4:30  in  the  morning.  " 

That  happens  four  special  days  a  year. 
Stuffed  turkey  and  cranberry  was  the 
treat  to  mark  the  start  of  the  spring-break 
holiday  three  weeks  ago.  It  took  her  two 
days  to  cook  and  carve  the  sixteen 
24-pound  turkeys. 

'They're  bigger  than  1  am,"  she  laughs. 
At  five-foot-two,  she  has  to  stand  on  a 
stool  to  ladle  the  chocolate  pudding  out  of 
the  huge  double  boiler. 

Although  she's  never  had  formal  train- 
ing as  a  cook,  she  traces  her  interest  back 
to  childhood  days  in  Hermitage  Bay, 
Newfoundland.  As  one  of  1 1  children,  she 
was  baking  the  family  bread  in  a  wood 
stove  at  age  eight. 

"I  used  to  read  every  cookbook  I  could 
get  my  hands  on.  But  I  don't  go  by  the 
recipe,  "  she  adds. 

She  sometimes  seeks  advice  in  menu 
planning  from  her  17-year-old  son,  Clif- 
ford, a  student  of  police  technology  at 
John  Abbott  CEGEP  who  hopes  to  join 
the  RCMP. 

"He  helps  here  in  the  school  sometimes 
and  says  I  cook  better  for  500  than  for 
one,  "  she  laughs. 

Ahead  of  time 

Many  of  the  meals  are  made  ahead  of 
time  and  warmed  up.  On  roast  beef  days, 
she  even  prepares  the  Yorkshire  pud- 
dings early  in  the  morning.  "You  have  to 
know  how  to  keep  everything  moist,"  she 
explains.  " 

She  finds  the  boys  "pretty  easy  to  feed. 
When  they  tell  me  they  like  something, 
I'm  encouraged  to  serve  it  again.  We  had 
cherry  crisp  for  the  first  time  the  other 
day.  That  was  a  hit." 

They  also  have  strawberry  shortcake, 
apple  crisp,  donuts,  ice  cream  and  pies. 

Jello  and  whipping  cream  (16  quarts)  is 


a  favorite,  too,  but  it  makes  a  mess  of 
everything,  she  says  with  a  good-natured 
smile.  "You  should  see  the  floor  after 
jello." 

"It's  all  over  the  benches  and  the  tables. 
It's  everywhere,"  adds  her  assistant, 
Michael  Bernier,  23,  who  also  takes  it  in 
stride.  His  mother  Claire  and  Carol  Varey 
work  in  the  kitchen  part-time,  helping  to 
set  up  the  dining  room  for  the  three  sit- 
tings. 

Nina  spent  some  12  years  working  in 
the  Selwyn  House  kitchen  under  the 
school's  former  cook,  George  Dewland, 
before  she  took  over  in  September  1980 
on  his  retirement.  "I  used  to  watch  and 
keep  everything  in  my  head.  " 

It  was  the  shepherd's  pie  that  got  her 
the  job  as  cook,  she  recalls. 

"Mr.  Troubetzkoy  (then  headmaster) 
asked  me  if  I  could  make  shepherd's  pie 
for  500.  I  said  I  thought  I  could.  But  the 
first  two  weeks  were  terrible.  I  was  wish- 
ing I  hadn't  said  that. 

Favorite  recipes 

Some  of  the  boys  ask  for  favorite 
recipes  and  she  tells  of  one  grade  1 1  stu- 
dent who  left  the  school  last  year  but  likes 
to  return  for  some  apple  crisp  or  sponge 
cake.  "He  got  my  recipes  for  his  mother, 
but  says  they  don't  turn  out  the  same 
way." 

Nina  sets  out  the  food  on  trays  and  one 
monitor  from  each  table  does  the  serving. 
It  takes  three  separate  sittings  to  feed  the 
school.  New  heating  lamps  recently  were 
installed  in  the  kitchen  to  keep  the  food 
warm  and  freezing  facilities  help  with  the 
storage  of  some  foods  such  as  vegetables. 

The  dishes  are  washed  in  a  large  com- 
mercial dishwasher  and  she  cooks  over 
three  gas  ranges. 

Nina  keeps  a  spotless  kitchen  and  likes 
the  job  and  the  children.  "Maybe  it's  see- 
ing as  I  have  such  a  big  family  back  home 
and  none  of  them  here  with  me,  "  she 
muses. 


Our  older  Old  Boys  will  be  saddened  to  hear  that  the  original  Selwyn  House  at  2130  MacKay  Street  was  burned  in  a  fire  dur- 
ing the  winter.  Recently  it  was  used  by  the  St.  Paul's  Lodge  of  which  Mr.  Angus  Murray,  an  Old  Boy,  is  a  member.

'54  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  a 
letter  we  received  from  Baron  W.O. 
Bentinck  van  Schoonheten  ('54) 
Royal  Netherlands  Embassy,  Ot- 
tawa. "As  a  brief  synopsis  of  what 
my  brother  Hendrik  and  I  have 
done  since  leaving  Selwyn  House,  I 
would  like  to  mention  the  follow- 
ing: In  1950  we  went  back  to 
Holland  as  my  father  was  posted  at 
the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs. 
From  1952  -  1954  we  lived  two 
years  in  Venezuela  and  from  1954  - 
1958  we  finished  secondary  school 
in  The  Hague.  After  this  my  brother 
went  to  Leiden  University  and  I  to 
Utrecht  University  where  we 
finished  our  law  studies  in  1964. 
After  this  we  both  fulfilled  our 
military  service  for  21  months;  my 
brother  in  the  army  and  I  myself  in 
the  navy.  In  1966  I  entered  the 
Foreign  Service  and  after  the  initial 
preparatory  course  in  The  Hague 
was  posted  to  Buenos  Aires.  Since 
then  I  have  served  in  Rome,  The 
Hague  at  the  United  Nations 
Bureau  of  the  Ministry,  New  York 
with  our  delegation  to  the  UN, 
Moscow  as  commercial  counsellor 
and  since  September,  1981  as 
counsellor  and  deputy  chief  of  mis- 
sion in  Ottawa. 

My  brother  Hendrik  entered  the 
Foreign  Service  in  1967  and  has 
since  served  in  Moscow,  Paris,  The 
Hague  at  the  NATO  bureau  and 
East  Berlin.  He  has  just  been 
transferred  to  Pretoria  as  counsellor 
and  deputy  chief  of  mission.  He 
will  leave  for  Pretoria  next  March. 
Needless  to  say  that  although  it  is 
more  than  thirty  years  ago,  I  would 
be  thrilled  to  meet  some  of  the 
friends  of  those  days  at  Selwyn 
House.  Both  my  brother  and  I  en- 
joyed going  to  Selwyn  House  and 
cherish  the  memory  of  the  years  we 
spent  on  Redpath  Avenue.  Of 
course  the  School  has  moved  and  it 
would  be  interesting  to  see  what  it 
looks  like  nowadays.
